FIRST COMETS OF YEAR, 
Discovery From Hamburg. 


From the’ Bergodorf  Obsor- 
vatory, Hamburg, comos tho an- 
nouncement of: the discovery by a 
Russian astronmer, M, Schain, of 
a promiaing new comet, which at 
the time of discovery was moving 
quiokly in a north-wosterly direo- 
tion through the stars of Leo. 
Boing thus about 180-deg. from 
tho sun, the comet is well situat- 
ed in the night sky, crossing the 
meridian just before midnight and 
being dast of the meridian carlicr 
in tho evening. ‘It is’ moving 
‘through a group of faint -stara 
near the eastern boundary of Leo, 
somo distance, below -the star 
Denobola, and its movement will 
take it.towards the first magnit- 
ude star Regulus. - i 

Quite « number of poriodical 
comots are expected to make their 
reappoaratce this yoar, and it 
was at first stated that tho new 
comet was what: is known as 
Schoor's Comot, discovered at 
Hamburg by Professor Schoor in 
Novombor, 1908.
